Wages, personal in- 
comes, the Gross National 
Product, and just about 
everything else involved in 
the country’s economy have 
skyrocketed since the days 
of Calvin Coolidge, But-- 
contrary to popular ander- 
roneous belief--there is 
One extremely important 
element that has lagged be- 
hind the trend--profits. 

According to the presi- 
dent of the Chamber of 
Commerce of the United 
States, after-tax profits, 
measured as a percentage 
of the GNP, have shrunk 
from eight to five per cent 
in just about that same 
period. Putting it another 
way, the ratio of after-tax 
profits to dollar sales is 
about 2.5 per cent. Large 
numbers of people, accord- 
ing to surveys, believe the 
proportion is 25 per cent 
of even more, 

he average person may 
think that the shrinkage in 
profits is of no concern to 
him and that it actually 
works to his advantage by 
holding down prices. If so, 
he had best think twice.

The Vote 
Would Be No! 


One of the many mat- 
ters before this Congress 
is aCommerce Department 
recommendation that the 
size and weight limitations 
imposed on trucks using the 
Interstate Highway System 
be substantially increased. 
And this is something that 
directly affects every tax- 
payer and everyone who 
drives or rides in a car. 

The increase would be 
of financial benefit to the 
truckers. But this gain 
would take place at aheavy 


cost to the public. The 
Highway Research Board 
of the National Academy 


of Sciences concluded in 
its analyses of the Illinois 
Road Test--the most ex- 
tensive ever conducted-- 
that the present recom- 
mended load limit of 18,000 
pounds per single truck 
axle causes 5,000 times as 
much damage to an 8-inch 
concrete pavement as an 
automobile’s 2,000 - pound 
axle. And a 32,000- pound 
tandem axle does 7,400 
times the damage. In- 
creasing axle loads to the 
even greater limits re- 
commended would mean 
boosting the damage done 
by one pass of a typical 
fully - loaded, five - axle 
highway freighter to more 
than 10,000 times that of an 
ordinary car, 

The proposal involves 
only the Interstate High- 
way System, which is 90 
percent federally financed. 
But almost every truck be- 
gins and ends its journey 
on other roads. Truckers 
most certainly would use 
the increase in Interstate 
limits as a lever for in- 
creasing lower state-im- 
posed limits. And the job 
of adequate policing of low- 
er-limit roads would be a 
Staggering one, 

Beyond these economic 
facors, legions of motor- 
ists are terrified, and un- 
derstandably so, of the 
monstrous truck-and- 
trailer rigs that now legally 
throng the highways. It’s 
the safest of bets that ifthe 
motoring and taxpaying 
public was privileged to 
vote on the new proposal 
it would be buried in an 
avalanche of No’s,

342 pounds to 366 peunds-- 
assuming a 90 per cent calf 
crop from 100 cows.; 


We had our first session 
of the farm management 
school which is being held 
each Monday night at The 
Peoples Bank in Elba.

Most folks don’t dothis, 
but right now is the time to 
prune and fertilize peach 
trees. Nitrogen is the ele- 
ment most often lacking 
around peach trees. 

Peach trees should re- 
ceive about 1 pound of 8-8-8 
fertiilzer per tree foreach 
year of age up to a maxi- 
mum of 6 pounds per tree, 
Apply not later than one 
month before full bloom. 
This amount of 8-8-8 will 
supply all the nitrogen, 
phosphorus, and _ potash 
needed by the trees, ‘ 

To apply this fertilizer, 
start 1-2 feet from the trunk 
of the tree and spread fer- 
tilizer evenly around the 
tree extending slightly be- 
yond the spread of the 
branches, 


Right now is a splendid 
time to rake up and either 
burn or carry off dead 
pecan limbs, twigs, and any 
poor quality nuts found 
under the trees. 

In other words, get the 
ground under your pecan 
trees clean. We have the

Planting ornamental 
shrubs around the home is 
an important winter-time 
job. Home owners like to 
see the fruits of their labor 
which means they want 
their shrubs to thrive and 
do well, 

Correct amounts of lime 
and fertilizer are in- 
surance for good plant 
growth, You should soil test 
and apply needed plant food 
at or before planting time. 
Be sure to thoroughly mix 
the lime and fertilizer with 
the soil. 


Many of the scale in- 
sects normally in a dor- 
mant state this time of 
year are reacting to warm 
weather and developing in- 
to the crawler and more 
damaging stages. This is 
particularly true of the tea 
scale which attacks Bur- 
ford Holly and Camellia 
shrubs. 

Scale insects are among 
the most destructive; 
and will, if left alone, feed 
on plants to such an ex- 
tent that the plants will 
lose their leaves, weaken, 
and die. 

Be sure to check on 
these scale insects and 
spray to keep them under 
control. 


One of the best invest- 
ments to make when pur- 
chasing shrubs is to buy 
some peat moss too, Add- 
ing organic matter to the 
soil is a good practice 
before planting shrubs. 
This is true regardless of 
the kind of soil in the yard. 


Farm Bureau 
Line Up Behind 


Amendment 


Farm Bureau members 
in Alabama and throughout 
the nation are lined up be- 
hind a proposed amendment 
to the U, S, Constitution 
permitting states to elect 
one house of their legis- 
latures on a basis other 
than population. 

J. D. Hays, President 
of the Alabama Farm Bu- 
reau Federation, said today 


{ his organization’s position 


on the problem was adopted 
in principle by the 
American Farm Bureau at 
the 1964 convention at Phil- 
adelphia in December, 
The national convention 
delegates urged all state 
units to ‘‘seek enactment 
by their state legislatures 
of petitions to Congress 
calling for a Constitutional 
Convention to consider this 
(representation) issue.”’ 
Federal courts have 
ruled that both houses of a 
state legislature must be 
based on population, which 
would have the effect of 
placing control of the law- 
making procedure, in- 
cluding taxing, zoning and 
other matters vitally af- 
fecting rural areas, in the 


heavily populated centers, 


An Alabama legislative 
group has been working 
for several months in ef- 
forts to come up with an 
acceptable reapportion= 
ment system. Such a plan, 
if adopted, would serve 
until an amendment to the 
J, S, Constitution could be 

sted on. Approval of 38 


states would be required 
for such an amendment. 

Farm Bureau’s official 
policy statement on the Is- 
sue says: 

“Our time-tested and 
successful pattern of legis- 
lative representation on 
both an area and a popu- 
lation basis provides a 
workable system of checks 
and balances. It assured a 
republic that is a truly re- 
presentative form of gov- 
ernment with consideration 
for minority and area in- 
terests. 

“We recommend a con- 
stitutional amendment 
guaranteeing to the states 
the right to apportion one 
house of bicameral state 
legislatures on the basis 
of factors other than popu- 
lation,”’

Elba Students Receive TB Tests 
Under New “Sternbun” Method 


Students of the Elba City 
Schools received their TB 
tests last Friday. Thetests 
were given to students at 
Elba High, Elba Elemen- 
tary and Mulberry Heights 
schools, 1,100 white stu- 
dents received the tests 
as well as 700 Negro stu- 
dents, 

A report was given of 
the tests Monday. 109 white 
students showed a positive 
reaction, At Mulberry 
Heights 143 students had 
positive reactions, 

Mrs. Pat Elliot, execu- 
tive secretary for SET- 
WIRE, of Dothan, empha- 
sized that this does not 
mean that these “children 
have TB, but that it does 
mean that each has TB 
germs within the body, 


These germs could be iso~ 
lated and be having no effect 
on the health of the stu- 


dent, 
The simple tests, as re- 
ceived last Friday, can 


show whether or not there 
are TB germs in the body, 
All that’s done is to put 
some clear ‘‘STERN BUN” 
(a harmless looking instru- 
ment with no needles) on 
the exact spot where tuber- 
culin was placed. The slight 
pressure of the ‘gun’ does 


the work in one second, 
If the test is positive, 
this does not mean 


that the person has tuber- 
culosis but only that some 
germs have entered the 
body at one time or other, 
If the health of this posi- 
tive reaction is good, the 


body usually keeps those 
germs from doing any dam- 
age. However, a person 
showing a positive reaction 
should have a chest X-ray 
to be sure, The X-ray can 
show whether or not any 
harm has been done,
